Sin,—The recent meeting between members 
of the Executive Government of the Free 
State and the chief representatives oí the 
irincipal carrymmg company in the cross- 
‘hanne!l traffic provides a tonic and stimulus 
for those who have read what was said at 
the meeting. There are not a few who 
are ever inclined to declare, ‘‘Can any good 


thing come out of Ireland? What chance has 
she of making good?’’ Facts speak more 
loudly than words. Ireland is ‘‘ making 
good.” As a producer in a very small way, 
may I state a difficulty that confronts me 
and many thousand small producers? I 


refer to the present system of marketing 
eggs. It is admitted that our British ays ond 
bours could purchase—and do purchase else- 


where—at least a score of eggs—it may be 
a big hundred—for every one we send them. 
Why are we letting the chance slip from us?

He was born in the West—lI think 
in Colorado—of New “England stock, anc 
studied law at the John Hopkins Univer- 
sity, Baltimore, for threc years, after 
which he went to Harvard and graduate | 
as a Bachelor of Laws. Since he joined 
the Consular Service Mr. Ferris has had 
a highly interesting series of appoint- 
ments. He began in Asuncion, Paraguay, 
and then went in turn to Port Antonio, 
Jamaica;. Bluefields, Niearagua; Mann- 
heim, Germany ; San Luts Potosi, Mexico; 
Mexico City; Stettin, Germany; and 
Queenstown, - until finally he came to 
Dublin. 

Mr, Ferris tells me that this will be his 
last Consular post, as he expects to retire 
at the end of his term in Dublin.

Ghe Memory of Goldsmith. 


From a returned Irish-American whom 
I met the other day, writes a corre- 
spondent, I got a veminder that our 
fellow-countrymen across the Atlantic have 
better memories about things that should 
not be neglected than we have at home. 
He recalled to me that just two summers 
ago an American, when touring our Mid- 
land counties, was pained to see the sad 
state of ruin into which the Rev. Charles 
Goldsmith’s house at Lissoy, so intimately 
associated with his nephew, Oliver, had 
been allowed to fall, as well as several 
other places in the immediate vicinity, 
immortalised in “ Sweet Auburn.’’ 

In a letter to the Dublin Press, the 
visitor pointed out the national! obliga- 
tion which rested on the Free State Go- 
vernment to save these historic ruins from 
complete destruction. A promise was 
made at the time, on behalf of the Execu- 
tive Government, that the matter would 
receive attention, but it still remains only 
a promise, and there are mo sign: of its 
being put into effect. Surely in this, the 
bi-centennial year of the poet’s birth, steps 
should be taken forthwith to have these 
memorials of the poet and his family pre- 
served. No other country whose national 
pride was concerned would remain in- 
different. 


Cheap Matches. 


A friend who has recently returned from 
a visit to Brussels tells me that he was 
greatly imoressed by the cheapness of 
Belcian matches. 

A packet containing a dozen boxes of 
safety matches cost him the equivalent of 
a penny. The matches were, moreover, 
quite gaily coloured affairs, with red sticks 
and yellow heads.

A New Miiitary Commander. 


Lieutenant - General Cecil Francis 
Romer, C.B., C.M.G., who has been 
appointed General Officer Commanding-

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An Irish Carpet. 


Kew bodies have a clearer conception of 
practical patriotism than the Royal 
Dublin Society, which always has made it 
its aim to encoutage Irish goods and 
labour. In the Council Room the Society 
has carried out this principle as in all 
its reconstruction work. Everything pos- 
sible is sapplied of Irish manufacture and 
workmanship in this room, and, with the 
exception of the pitch-pine floor, home in- 
dustry is represented exclusively. The 
last and “finishing’’ touch was the car- 
pet put down last Thursday. It was 
supplied by the Dum Emer Guild, Hard- 
wicke street. 

Designed by Mr. Lacius O'Callaghan, 
the carpet is admirably suited to its sur- 
roundings, and measures 1,125 sjuare 
feet. Its centre is of St. Patrick's Llue, 
relieved at the sides with browns. - The 
scroll border design is in keeping with 
In the four corners the arms 
of the four provinces are represented. 
These designs. are not only suitable for a 
Civic Chamber,* but from the point of view 
of wear they are practical also, as :hey 
can be moved from side to side without 
affecting the symmetrical appearance of 
the carpet. 

The solid and dignified appearance of 
the electric pendants enhance the Council 
Room. They were made in Dublin, as 
also was the series of twelve windows, 
elevated 15 feet from the floor, and opened 
or closed by a single lever arrangement 
terminating in a switch at electric light 
switch level. In this work of reconstruc- 
tion, from the Blessington stone, which 
forty masons were employed quarrying to 
build the front, to the wools used by Dun 
Emer, which were specially dyed in 
Dublin ‘for the Council Room ‘carpet, 
home manufacture was never negiected. 


Council Room Pictures. 


A selection of the choicest works of art 
in the mossession of the Society is to be 
seen in the Council Room, including por- 
traits of members who rendered services 
as far back as 1750. One of the Society's 
professors, Giesecke, by Raeburn; the 
original Watson, the first Master of the 
Irish Hunts; the last Speaker in the Irish

magnificent chair, made by T. Cranfield 
in 1676 in the Society’s School of Orna- 
mental Drawing, is one of the oldest of 
its kind in the world.

We see him beginning to fail under the 
burden of the task, losing grip, becoming 
aware of lessening response in his physical 
and mental powers to the driving stimalus 
of his ideals, and yet being torn from the 
task against his own wish.

A time building is worse than a ruin 
unless it is curried to completion, a work 
of solid construction as nought without its 
coping-stone., Because Lord Curzon did 
not finish his designs for reconstruction 
of the British system in India, he has not 
received all the praise that was merited 
by the great reforms he did accomplish. 

Lord Ronaldshay’s volume will do much 
to restore justice in that respect, but that 
it will .aller the general judgment as to 
Lord Curzon’s return having been in- 
evitable may be doubted. ther does 
the full story confirm the belief that Lord 
Curzon made a mistake in going back to 
India when he did, after»finding during 
his visit to England that he could count 
on. less, perhaps, than half-hearted sup- 
port from the Government at home. 


A DYING WISH. 


Tí that is so;-it makes pathetic reading 
of Lord Ronaldshay’s disclosure that Lord 
Curzon counted on a full relation of the 
story to redeem his reputation. As re- 
gards the measure of his achievement, his 
record is re-established ; but, if he trusted 
that the rebuff which forced his resigna- 
tion would be proved an error, it was a 
treacherous dream, and Lord Ronaldshar 
(many readers of this volume will think) 
as good as admits that he himself, after 
perusal of all the material, can make no 

great case of it. 

Here the moving words of Lord Ronald- 
shay’s preface to the new volume must 
be quoted: “The decision,” he writes, 
“to give to the public not merely 
a portrait of the man, but a record 
of his work, imvolving as it did a 
biography in three volumes, was taken as 
the result of a dying wish expressed by 
Lord Curzon himself. India had been the 
romance of his youth, the consuming 
passion of his prime, the unforgettable 
memory of his declining years. 

‘When, soured by disillusionment, he 
sometimes spoke bitterly in later days of 
the trials and disappointments of public 
life, it was to India that he always turned 
for his ideal of what public life and work 
should be. ‘In India,’ he wrote one day 
in 1921, ‘I was magnificently served. The 
whole spirit of service there was different. 
Everyone there was out to do something.’ 
And if was to India that his thoughts 
reached back once more when he lay a 
grievously sick man, stricken even. unto 
death. For it was in India, he believed, 
if the full story of his administration was 
ever told, that he might be held by his 
fellow-men to have laboured not altogether 
in vain. 


KING EDWARD’S APPEAL. 


Again—“It was the tragedy of Lord 
Curzon’s life that India, the stage of his 
greatest achievements, should have been 
the scene also of his greatest disaster.. 
The series of events which culminated in 
his resignation of the Viceroyalty shook 
him to the foundations of his being, and 
left a scar upon him which he carried to 
the grave. He believed that he had been 
the victim of -ingratitude and injustice, 
and, while he refrained during his own 
lifetime from giving his version of the 
events, he admited that restraint had been 
difficult, and he earnestly desired that 
after his death it might be made known.”’ 

Restraint had been specially dificult in 
the days immediately following his re- 
turn, and it is not improbable that his 
wish to make public the whole inner 
history of the case gave way only before

himself. The King wrote, on September 
15th, 1905:—‘“‘ Though I deeply regret 
that you were unable to be in accord with 
views expressed by. my Government at 
home, I cannot but hope that on your re- 
turn you may consider it advisable in ihe 
interests of the British Empire at large, 
and especially as regards India, not to 
enter into any further controversy regard- 
ing the different issues with my Govern- 
ment which compelled you to resign.”’ 

Indeed, it is surprising now to recall 
the extent to which controversy had pro- 
ceeded already. Curzon against, Kitchener 
and the Cabinet against Curzon—the 
public was allowed to know an extra- 
ordinary amount concerning the progress 
of these conflicts.

THE BLUDGEONING OF FATE. 


This, however,: was but the culmination 
of a series of conflicts, the tale of which is 
told by Lord Ronaldshay with scrupulous 
fairness to all concerned.

that the Municipal Corporation Act of 1840 
marked the beginning of real local govern- 
ment in Ireland, as that measure swept away 
the old corrupt town corporation and trans- 
ferred the control of municipal affairs in the 
town from the small self-elected cliques to 
the general body of urban inhabitants, Other 
laws in quick succession extended and 
eee the machinery of municipal ife, 

finally, in 1888, the historic Act of that 
year set up @ complete system of local govern- 
ment on glish, but democratic, lines for 
the whole country. That Act was the legis- 
lative father of the Irish Free State, although, : 
indeed, its authors knew it not. 

It was during the civil war in Ireland that. 
more by acvident than design, a new develop- 
ment took place in our local government 
System. Difficulties of administration had 
been increased, and in the counties of Kerry 
and Leitrim the rates went hopelessly into 
arrears, the councils ceased to exist, and 
chaos reigned. It was not possible or desir- 
able to hold elections, and so the Govern- 
ment was forced to appoint Commissioners 
for these counties to deal with this extra- 
ordinary state of affairs. 


THE COMMISSIONER SYSTEM. 

The first local government measure of the 
Irish Free State was passed to deal with 
these difficulties, and under it the Minister 
Was given power to dissolve any local 
authority which did not discharge its duties 
or proved regalcitrant to lawful orders and 
to appoint a Government Commissioner in its 
place. The two notable examples of this 
power being availed of were the dissolution 
of the County Borough Councils of Dublin 
and Cork. 

“Whilst the result has proved,’’ continued 
Mr. Horgan, “ that one or two disinterested 
persons seem ,competently and quietly 
manage a city’s affairs, it is nevertheless 
obvious that the complete lack of local 
corttrol or advice, the resulting centripeta! 
tendencies, and the abolition of all civic 
ceremony prevent this system from becoming 
a permanent institution in its present form, 
unless, indeed, local government as such is 
to cease to exist. Under such a régime the 

vernment of Irish cities must inevitably 
yecome purely the business of the central 
government, which would be forced to under- 
take the full responsibility for the same. 

Speaking generally one might say that the 
Free State Government did not seem to have 
really decided whether its policy was to be 
centripetal or centrifugal. At present it was 
a somewhat confusing and illogical mixture 
of both those sons ó oon gó om it We 
a guin subpresséd several inefficient councils 
yebeced, thon by commissioners, it had 
at the same time enlarged the functions of 
the county councils and increased their 
membership to such an extent as to make 
them unwieldly “talking-shops,”’ quite incap- 
able of discharging their duties expeditiously 
or efficiently. 


NO SAFETY IN -NUMBERS. 


They did not seem to have realised that 
efficiency decreased with the size of the 
council, and that it was desirable to entrust 
the essential functions of local government to 
expert officials, and make them responsible 
for the result. In local government there was 
no safety in numbers, 

The ideal to be aimed at in the future 
development of Irish local government might 
best be described as an — bureaucracy 
under democratic control. is was not only 
in line with modern experience. elsewhere, 
but it was best suited to the temperamen: 
arid traditions of the Irish people. It was, he 
submitted, clear that the present system was 
out-of-date and inefficient, and it was high 
time that they directed their minds to the 
provision of a practical and efficient alterna- 
tive based on some clear and vital principle.

£5,500 LOAN WANTED FOR 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


AILTEANN SWIMMING 
CONTESTS. | 
——€€— 


In order to have the Blackrock Sea Water 
Baths made suitable for the swimming con- 
tests that are to take place there in connec- 
tion with the Tailteann Games the Blackrock 
Urban Council decided to purchase them and 
carry out certain alterations, and, in the Town 
Hall last Saturday, Mr, Eamonn O’Maille, 
B.E., Local Government Inspector, held an 
inquiry into the Council’s application for a 
loan of £5,500 for that purpose. . 

Mr. Doyle, solicitor to the Council, said 
that an agreement had been submitted for 
approval from the owners of the baths. The 

embroke. Estate, which owned the foreshore 
at the baths, provided that’ the Council 
acquired the interest of the owners, would 
grant a lease for a long period, on condition 
that certain repairs would be carried out; but 
these they would leave to the discretion of 
the Council. 


OPPOSITION TO PURCHASE PRICE. 

Mr. W. H. Spence (Messrs. Clarke and Co., 
solicitors) opposed the application on behalf 
of Messrs. Samuel Byrne, W. Field, P. J. 
McCabe and B. McKinley, ratepayers in the 
town. None of these gentlemen, he said, 
opposed the scheme owing to any want of 
sympathy with the object. Their objection 
was that the scheme had not got the con- 
sideration that it merited from ordinary 
business men, and their opposition to the 
scheme also had regard to the financial re- 
sponsibility that the Council was throwing 
on the ratepayers. 

Mr. T. J. M‘Kenna, Chairman of the Coun- 
cil, drew attention to the fact that in the 
minutes of the 12th March last there was a 
letter from Mr. Field regretting his inability 
to be present at the meeting of the Council 
which discussed this matter, and stating that 
he was in favour of the proposed acquisition 
of the baths, provided that a guarantee that 
the events would take place at Blackrock 
were given. That guarantee, Mr. M‘Kenna 
pointed out, had been received.

ASPIRING TO GREATNESS. 
The Chairman, in his evidence, said that 
the provision of up-to-date swimming baths 


constructive work. Apart from being in the 
interests of the Tailteann Games, they would 
conduce to the material benefit of public 
health and physical well-being of the inhabi- 
tants of a very populous area, which extended 
far outside the limits of the township. The 
construction of these baths, he believed, 
would be a, great advantage to Blackrock 
business people, as it would be the principal 
venue for acquatic events and carnivals in 
the Free State. 

The application did not cover the whole 


scheme, as, in addition to provid- 
ing a swimming and _ diving pool, 
their intention was ultimately to 
have a bath comparable with those 


in large English seaside resorta for ladies and 
children. Blackrock was within four miles 
of Dublin, which had a population of 345,000 
people, and he was convinced that they would 
make sufficient revenue on the bathing and 
Swimming pools to clear easily the overhead 
working expenses. 

Having reviewed the steps taken by the 
Council in connection with the schemes, the 
witness said that they did everything in their 
power to provide accommodation for the 
Tailteann aecquatic conteste; and if they did 
not take place it would not be the fault of 
the Blackrock Council. 


£100 FROM GAMES COUNCIL. 

Answering Mr. Spence, Mr. McKenna said 
that Mr. J. J. Walsh told them that they 
would be paid £100 for the four half days 
that the contests would take place. 

So that the entire betiefit from the Tailteann 
Games that the Gouncil would receive for 
the expenditure of £5,500 was £1007 asked 
Mr. Spence. 

Mr. McKenna—That is only incidental to 
the whole scheme which we have in mind to 
execute eventually. 

Mr. Powell, Engineer to the Council, said 
that the reconstruction would cost £3,165, 
and provision would be made for 912 spec- 
tators.

Mr. Downey (Vice-Chairman o fthe Council) 
eupported the scheme, which, he said, did not 
bear hardly on the ratepayers, the whole cost 
being about 54d. in the £. 


DIVING POOL ‘ DANGER.” 

The opposition to the scheme was that the 
£2,000 paid for the baths was excessive, that 
the consequential expenditure was not for the 
benefit, or in the intereste, of the ratepayers 
of the district, and that an adequate con- 
sideration of the financial burden on the 
ratepayers had not been made by the Urban 
Council ,. 

Mr. Samuel Byrne, an ex-Chairman of the 
Council, who opposed the scheme, said that 
the price proposed to be paid for the baths 
was more than they were worth He 
thought that the excavation of a diving pool 
16 feet deep would not be an attraction even 
to swimmers, and cértainly not to non- 
swimmers, as it would be considered an 
element of danger. The finances of the 
scheme had not been fully considered by a 
majority of the Council, and the matter was 
dealt with in a very loose manner. 

The inquiry concluded with a vote 
thanks to the Inspector.

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Viscount Hambleden was formerly Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the Royal Ist Devon 
Yeomanry, and during the war he served in 
Gallipoli and Egypt, being mentioned in 
despatches. He was President of the Lloyd 
Memorial Home, Deal, a convalescent institu- 
tion for printers, from its inception in 1887, 
and he almost invariably took the chair at 
the annual meetings.

Then 
they were the guests at luncheqn of thie 
Governor-General and Mrs. McNeill at 
the Viceregal Lodge. During the rest of 
their stay in the capital they saw as much 
as possible of Dublin life. 

Mr. Clynes managed to spare a few 
minutes yesterday morning to give an 
Irish Times representative some of the 
impressions that the party had gleaned 
during their visit. He himself had not 
been in Dublin since 1913, and it was the 
first visit of his colleague, Mr. Hodges. 
They were, he said, in need of a rest and 
change from: their public and Parlia- 
mentary duties, and they had got both 
in abundance. They had experienced all 
the warmth of welcome, the courtesy and 
the civility which the whole world asso- 
ciates with Irish life. 


THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

Speaking of the visit to the Shannon 
electricity works, he said that they were 
shown everything there by the engineers, 
who took them around specially, so that 
they saw more in a few hours than they 
otherwise might have seen in days. Both 
Mr. Hodges and himself went there pre- 
pared to be brought face to face with a 
very big undertaking, but the actuality of 
its vastness outstripped their anticipa- 
tions. He could never have imagined the 
immense amount of construction work on 
the miles of new waterway forming the 
great canal. The accumulation of so 
much modern machinery, with the hun- 
dreds of locomotives and the miles of rail- 
ways were a revelation to them. One of 
his impressions was that he had before 
him the most modern adaptation of the 
genius of the machine constructor to the 
task of completing a work in the shortest 
time with the maximum of efficiency. 
“I cannot,” he said, “ but believe that 
what we saw there of human imagination 
and human skill will play a very great 
part in Ireland's future. The country 
that planned such a scheme and is carry- 
ing it out so successfully must of neces- 
sity become great.”’ 
Killarney is the most beautiful place he 
has ever seen. They had the luék to ave 
perfect weather in that lovely place, and, 
as he put it, “we turned our backs. on 
its mountains and its lakes, rejoicing that 
we had seen them.”’ 


IRISH ROADS AND HOTELS. 

Mr. Hodges had said to him that the 
Irish roads they had travelled over were 
for the most part as good as -those of 
Scotland, and they could not help remark- 
ing that everywhere in the Free State 
territory they saw new road construction 
and repairs being pushed forward on a 
very extensive scale. The roads as they 
foutid them were certainly an inducement 
to motoring visitors. The hotels they had 
experience of were uniformly good, with 
many as comfortable as any he had seen 
across the water. He made special refer- 
ence to the courtesy, the intelligence, the 
nelpfulness and the smart appearance of 
the Civic Guards, the youngest police force 
in the world. 

At the Viceregal Lodge Mrs. McNeill 
had made the little party extremely 
nappy. They were going away, filled 
with pleasant memories of Dublin, but to 
him thé most pleasant. would be what he 
had seen at Marino and other places of 
the determined effort being made to house 
the people properly.

SEVEN HUNDRED. FAMILIES 
IN FLIGHT. 


From OUR Own. CorRESPONDENT. 

NEWPORT, ARKANSAS, Sunday. 
Seren hundred families have been 
forced to flee from their homes and take 
to the hills and uplands, following the 
breaking of levees on the White River. 
Six hundred thousand acres have bce 
coded. Damage, so far, has been esti- 
mated at seven hundred thousand dollars. 
The Stevens levee, one hundred miles 
north-cast of Little Rock, has endangered 
the lives of the people in the towns of 
Tupejo, Weldon, Shoffner and Auvern. 
The towns are in danger of inundation 
by the rushing ttuddy waters, which seek 
to break the embankments. 
At Kennett, Missouri, ten thousand 
acres of Dublin County farm land: have 
heen flooded by waters breaking through 
the St. Francis River ‘levees, six miles 
above Kennett. Families: have moved 
animals and private property out of the 
flooded region, and efforts are being mace 
to. keep the levees along both rivers intact. 


EARTHQUAKE PANIC 
IN MEXICO,

NINE STATES AFFECTED. 
From “ Tue Times” Cornresronpdent. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 
Nine Mexican States, meb’tof them on 
the Central Plateau, experieticed a severe 
earthquake last evening. It was centred 
round the city of Oaxaca, in t*e State of 
that name. The Government Seismograph 
Station at Tucubaya indicated that the 
epicentre of the disturbance was 262 miles 
south-east of Mexico City. 
The tremors in Mexico City lasted from 
9.20 to 10.3 p.m., although, fortunately, 
it was only during the first foar minutes 
that the shock was at its intensity. 
While the town of Oaxaca seems to have 
felt the worst’of the vibration, Mexico 
City was the scene of much distress. Many 
people were dining ; others were at theatres 
and picture houses. . When the electric 
light failed, throwing the city into dark- 
ness, many of the inhabitants were seized 
with panic. People came running from 
hotels, others from theatres dismayed and 
frightened, as the windows broke round 
them and the doors rattled. The worst 
damage oceurred in the poorer sections of 
the city.

The large audience which assembled 
yesterday in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
t« hear Mr. Thomas Bodkin, Director of 
the National. Gallery, deliver an address 
sn “ The Lane Pictures and the Municipal 
Gallery;** passed, with enthusiasm, the 
following. resolution :—‘‘ That, inthe 
opinion of this meeting, provision should 
be made forthwith for the erection of a 
gallery of modern art in Dublin to house 
ihe existing municipal collection of 
pictures, and to make provision for hous- 
ing those pictures which Sir Hugh Lane 


intended and desired to bequeath to 
Dublin.” 
Mr. -Bodkin summarised the c&eon- 


lsoversy relating to the Lane pictures, 
which has gone on continuously in one 
form -or another for over twenty-four 
years. In February, 1915, Lane was ap- 
pointed a Director of the National Gallery. 
ste was a Director for only fifteen months 
before he met his death in the sinking of 
“the Lusitania, but during those fifteen 
months he showered pictures of the utmost 
importance upon the Gallery. On the 
oth, of February, 1915, before sailing for 
America, he executed a.codicil to his will 
in the following terms :— 


THE FAMOUS CODICIL. 


“This is a codicil to my last will, to 
the effect that the group of pictures now 
at the London National Gallery, whieh I 
had bequeathed to that institution, I now 
bequeath to the City of Dublin, providing 
that a suitable building is provided for 
them within five years of my death. The 
croup of pictures I have lent to Belfast 
| 1 give to the Municipal Gallery in Har- 
court street. If a building is provided in 
five yeays the whole collection will be 
housed together. The sole trustee in this 
question ‘is to be my aunt, Lady Gregory. 
She is to appoint any additional trustees 
she may think fit. ‘ I also wish that the 
pictures now on Wan at this (National 
Gallery of Ireland) Gallery remain as my 
gilt.— Hugh Lane.” : 

Another document stated his wish 
“that my friend, Tom Bodkin, be asked 
fo help in; the founding of the new gallery 
of modern art for Dublin. If within five 
years a gallery is not forthcoming, then 
the group of pictures at the London 
National: Gallery are to be sold and the 
proceeds go to fulfil the purpose of my 
will. Hugh Lane, 5th February, 1913,” 


THE LEGAL FLAW. 


This codicil was executed without legal 
advice, and Lane neglected to have it wit- 
nessed. and. as it was inoperative, the 
pictures had to be disposed of by Lane’s 
executors in accordance with the terms of 
the will which he had not long previously 
made ; thev were, therefore, duly handed 
over to the trustees of the London 
National Gallery. 

Mr. Bodkin dealt with the efforts. made 
by a committee of Dublin citizens to 
secure that Lane’s last wishes respecting 
the destination of the Continental. pic- 
tures. should be carried out, «and the 
failure of those efforts. He then showed 


a series of lantern slides of the Lane 
+ pictures now in ‘London. 
A GOOD CASE. 
“I have endeavoured in this - brief 


account of the controversy concerning the 
Lane pictures,”’ said Mr. Bodkin in con- 
clusion, ‘‘to avoid all harsh languave 
about those who dispute Ireland's claim. 
Nothing ean be gained by unnecessary 
bitterness. Our case is so good that we 
should only spoil it by scolding. That is 
why I have endeavoured to state the facts 
as far as possible in the words or our 
opponents, rather than in those of our 
advocates. No one éan question in. the 
slightest degree the accuracy. of the 
account which I have just given you. We 
must assume that, sooner or later—and 
the sooner the better—the truth will pte- 
vail, and in the reantime we must go 
forward with the building of a gallery, 
That is what Lane would have wished us 
to do, and that is the least we owe to the 


i; memory of that great Irishman.”’ 


SEAN O’CASEY'S VIEW. 


At the conclusion of the lecture, short 
addresses were given by various members 
of the committee.

In the soldiers of the Irish National Army 
one expected the qualities that were so 
radiant in Tone—love of country, willing and 
unfaltering service, diecipline and courage, 
generosity and magnanimity. 

“ Are we,” he continued, “who have seen 
the triumph that Tone dreamed of, unworthy 
of him and those of the past who laboured 
to bring that triumph about”? I do not think 
BO. ithin the last twelve months we have 
geen a man—one time Assistant Adjutant- 
General of the National Army—facing death 
with an ability and fortitude worthy of the 
noblest in all history. A man who had faced 
death before, who had laboured with tenacity 
on behalf of his country, whose sole thought 
—and he thought with an intensity that few 
are capable of—whose sole and unremitting 
thought was of Ireland’s needs 

Having for years given to Ireland all his 

service—and how supremely he did so—he 
aid the price of that service, as so many 
ave done in our history, by giving his life 
also. Men of the Army to which Kevin 
(YHiggins belonged, he taught us much in 
his life, and his last act was to teach us how 
to die in Treland’s service. 

And again, within that last twelve months, 
another member of our Army has shown how 
living a thing the heroic tradition is with us. 
One of your comrades set out upon the un- 
charted ways of the air, facing a task that 
seemed to be impossible a task in which 
failure meant death. Smiling he set out, and 
under the unlighted heavens his courage did 
not fail him, though he knew full well that 
all who had attempted that journey before 
him had gone to death. Attack by all 
the powers of the air, in wind and fog, he 
and his gallant comrades travelled on and 
succeeded where all others had failed. The 
Jong story of failure now in our country’s 
history is over. May our future success be 
marked by the same nobility, beauty and 
heroism that is written in the pages of our 


ast. 

Soldiers of Ireland, you are chosen for this 
day & celebration because you who have put 
on the national uniform are the nearest heirs 
to our splendid tradition, Yours is the 
tradition of Tone and Emmet, of Griffith and 
Collins and of Kevin O’Higgins. 

We have no fears for that tradition. but 
we havé a firm hope that generation after 
generation men who don, the national uniform 
will add ever more and more to our country’s 
glory.

HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

The roundabout on which the accident 
ocetirred was called ‘‘ Atlantic Flyer.” It 
was owned and run by Mr, Fritz C. W. 
Schmidt, atid was installed ih the fair ground 
only three weeks ago. It consisted of eight 
flying boats, attached to a central machine. 
As the boats were swung out they swayed in 
the air, giving a flying sensation. The acci- 
dent is believed to have been due to the rear 
of one of the boats dropping; when a pin 
which held fast the wire support gave way. 

The boats were whirling round, with *' pro- 
pellers’* revolving in the wind, when the 
accident occurred. Suddenly the eight occu- 

nts of the boat were thrown out, and Miss 

age and one of the men who were killed 
were flung on the top of a children’s 
whirligig some distance away. The metal, 
top of the whirligig was bent and twisted, in 
parts, but its canvas top helped to break the 
force of Miss Page’s fall. The other occu- 
pants were hurled to the ground, knocking 
down. people who were standing by. The fair 
ground was crowded with holiday-makers. 
Women ‘and children screamed and some 
fainted. 

A wild rush was made to the scene of the 
accident, where three of the victims were 
picked up dead. Two doctors and an ambu- 
lance were summoned. Finkelstein, whose 
back was broken, called for a cigarette as he 
lay on the ground, and he smoked it while 
a stretcher was being fetched. 

EYE-WITNESS'S ACCOUNT. 

“It was the most terrible thing I have 

ever seen in my life,”” Mr. H. W. Davis, of 
Belgrave road, Margate, one of the rotnd- 
about attendants, told,a Press Association 
reporter. “TÍ was startling néar the round- 
about, when I heard a terrifying scream. 
The next moment I was struck on the side, 
and saw a man drop at my feet. He was 
instantly killed. I Jooked up and saw 
other people crashing to the ground. It was 
like a nightmare,, and, to add to the pan- 
demonium, the dropping flying boat smashed 
dozens of electric lamps which were placed 
round the sides of the rotind-about. 
All the victims, with the exception of the 
man, Death, belonged to twe parties which 
had come to Margate for the day’s outing. 
Death, who belonged to Margate, had gone 
to Dreamland Park with his brother, who 
had come down from London for the one. 
His brother was in the next flying beat to 
him, and saw him crash to the ground. The 
news of his death was broken to his wife by 
her brother-in-law, who was called out wit 
the ambulance corps. 

Mr. John H. Iles, founder and director of 
Dreamland Park, told a Press Association 
reporter that he could not explain how tha 
accident happened. ‘“‘In my twenty-one 
years’ experience of amusement catering ali 
over Europe, as well as in this country, I 
have never known anything like it,” he said. 
He stated that a replica of the machine was 
passed as safe by the London County Coun- 
eil for Olympia at Christmas. 


AT THE MORTUARY 

Pitiful scenes were witnessed at the Mar- 
gate Mortuary yesterday when relatives and 
friends called to see the bodies of the four 
dead persons. A number of the women were 
hysterical, and one elderly woman had to be 
helped away. 

The injured at the hospital, with the ex- 
ception of Miss Page, were able to receive 
and talk to visitors. 

INJURED WOMAN'S STATEMENT. 

Miss Florence Blewitt, of Walthamstow, 
who was able to sit up, said to a reporter—- 
“I cannot bear to think of the terrible ex- 
perience, Sometimes I feel that I am going 
mad when I remember it. It is awful to 
think that we were all laughing and talking 
one minute and the next that half of us were 
terribly injured. We realised what was 
going to ax. a few moments tefore 
we were actually thrown out of the beat. 
When the side-wire slipped the flying-boat 
swung sideways, but we could not do any- 
thing, and a couple of moments later the 
other wire slipped, and we were flung into 
the air, I thought I was going to be killed. 
I remember seeing a man's body against 
me as it was pitched out of the aeroplane, 
but I do not remember anything else. hen 
I regained consciousness this morning I in- 
quired about the others, and was. not 
surprised to hear that’ so many were 
injured,” i 

Mr. Schmidt, owner of the “ Atlantic 
Fiver,’’ will, it is understood, give evidence 
at the inquest to-day, and after a short in- 
vestigation has been made by a Board of 
Trade official from London, it will be 
decided whether an inquiry will be held.

DECREASE IN. CRIME IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


PRISONS BOARD’S ANNUAL 
REPORT. 


Since 1924 there has been a _ gradual 
decrease in the number of committals to 
Free State Prisons, according to statistics 


furnished to the Minister of Justice by the. 


General Prisons Board in its annual report 
for the year 1926-27. 

The total committals for three years are 
as follows :— 


A decrease is recorded in the number of 
convictions in respeet of some of the more 
serious. forms of crime. Thus, for murder, 
the number of convictions decreased from 10 
in 1924 to 5 in 1926; for manslaughter, from 
13 to 9; for burglary, from 20 to 9; for 
robbery with arms, from 117 to 28, and for 
arson, from 15 to 6, 

On the other hand, there was a notable 
increase in the number of offences against 
women and children ;— 1924, 22; 1925, 43; 
926, 46 


The Board observes that the number of 
convicted prisoners under 21 years of age is 
decreasing, while that of prisoners of 70 
vears and ovér shows a steady increase from 
28 for 1924 to 35 for 1925, and 40 for 1926.

REGULATIONS TO APPLY 


FROM 1st OCTOBER NEXT. 


Writing on the 15th June to Mr. W. 
Richardaon, Secretary of the Purveyors’ and 
Groeers’ Association, Dublin, Mr. E. P. 
McCarron, Secretary to the Ministry of Local 
Government and Public Health, says :— 

“With reference to previous correspond- 
ence on the subject of the draft regulations 
dealing with the use of preservatives and 
colouring matter in food, I am directed by 
the Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health to state that he has given 
close attention to the points advanced b 
representatives of the Retail Purveyors, 
Family Grocers’ and Off Licensed Holders’ 
Association on the occasion of the itterview 
of the 16th ultimo. 

** As regards the date of operation, which, 
it was suggested, should be postponed until 
next year, the Minister has made inquiry 
as to the prospect of _ substantial 
alterations bein introduced in the 
corresponding English regulations, and has no 
reason to believe that such will prove to be 
the case, and he has further been advised 
that traders have already made the adjust- 
ments required by the new conditions. For 
this reason the Minister is unable to agree 
that a case for the allowance of further time 
has been established. 

“On th eother hand, as intimated to the 
men:bers of the Saye it has been 
strongly urged on the Minister that pro- 
ducers in this country, who, being interested 
ip the export business, have adapted their 
practice to the requirements ruling in British 
markets, would be placed at a disadvantage 
in the home market, if the uncontrolled com- 
petition of imported products were permitted 
to continue, and. that, accordingly, the 
réstriction of the use of preservitives 
in articles of food should become 
effective without delay. The Minister is 
impressed with the force of this contention, 
and he has, therefore, decided to eliminate 
the special dates of operation in the case of 
bacon, ham, egg yolk, butter, cream and 
peat! barley, and to apply the regulations 
uniformly as from the Ist October, 1928. In 
circulating the regulations it will be pointed 
out t as an administrative concession rea- 
sonable latitude may be granted to truders 
for the clearance of stocks on hand, an 
srresipement whereby individual cases of 
hardship will, no doubt, be ebviated. 

'" As regards the question of warranty, it 
appears to the Minister to be inadvisable to 
go further than the existing provision of. the 

raft regulations, which affords an alternative 
of proceedings against any previous seller of 
the article.. 14 is apprehended that the 
admission of a plea of warranty might tend 
to defeat’ the object of the regulations, if 
the warrantor, who would replace the seller 
as defendant, were resident in another coun- 
try and consequently beyond jurisdiction. 
Should practical inconvenience be found to 
arise from the absence of a warranty clause, 
the remedy of legislative amendment of the 
Sale of Food and Drugs Acts on the lines 
adopted in ‘Kuginad, will still be available 
for consideration.”

The intimation of the Council's dissolution 
was conveyed by sealed order to the Clerk 
of the Council last Saturday, together with 
notification that Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E., 
B.8c., would take over the administration of 
the district as from May 15. Mr. Meghen 
is the Local Government inspector who con- 
ducted the eworn inquiry into the affairs of 
the Council last April, and who was 
appointed last week to. administer the 
duties of the dissolved Bray Council. 

PRESSING PROBLEMS. 

In the course of his report to the Minister 
for Local Government in regard to the Howth 
administration, Mr. Meghen says:—‘‘. . . 
I trust this examination may allay the un- 
easiness of the ratepayers. In general, where 
the Council has been at fault it is due to 
honest mistakes: in some cases through ex- 
cess of zeal for the progress of the district ; 
but it must be admitted that there are many 
serious and pressing problems to be solved 
in. the administration of the area. The office 
accommodation has already been condemned 
by the auditor; and I need not add anything 
to her remarks on the necessity for the pro- 
vision of proper offices... . 

“Meanwhile some attempt at filing the 
Office record should be made; it was evident 
to the inquiry ‘that serious confusion “exists 
in this respect, . ... The outdoor staff of the 
Council would appear to require reorganisa- 
tion. The scavenging in the village of 
Howth appears to be poorly done, and I 
think new arrangements are required. 

DEFECTIVE HOUSE DRAINS. 

“I observe from the Surveyor’s report that 
there are numerous defective house drains in 
the village of Howth. A continuance of 
these conditions might lead to serious condi- 
tions during the summer months, when there 
are large numbers of visitors present in the 
Village; there can be no excuse for these 
deficiencies where sewers exist. 

‘These are not new problems, and while 
it will be admitted that the present Council 
has dóne good work during its period of 
office, it must also be admitted that. there 
has been great waste of time owing to the 
inability of the members to pull together. 
There has been constant friction, resulting in 
a general uneasiness amongst the ratepaying 
community. The representatives of Howth 
and Sutton have failed to see eye to eye on 
numerous occasions. The meetings are held 
in Howth, and the fact that Howth members 
have on oceasion succumbed to the temptation 
to play to the gallery has not «dded to the 
harmony of Couneil meetings. 

RIVALRY. 

“This rivalry has led to decisions taken 
at one meeting being rescinded at the next 
when different members were presént, and 
also to locai considerations arising on the 
allocation of funds for Council works. 

“ These considerations led Professor Bayley- 
Butler to put forward his scheme for a Com- 
missioner acting in eonjunction with an 
lected Council. Unforunately, interesting as 
this scheme would be as an experiment, it s 
not legally possible to frame the necessary 
machinery for it at the moment. The ques- 
tion remains: Should a Commissioner be 
epecintes to replace the Council entirely. 
The résolution passed by the Council merits 
seriotis consideration. After three years in 
office the members are seriously of opinion 
that a state of affairs exists that cannot be 
remedied by an elected Council alone,’’

A touch of sentiment about departed pets 
is natural and pleasing. The dogma that 
animals have souls is not so innocent. In 
itself it may be a harmless fancy, but viewed 
against the background of modern thought it 
takes in the line of error. The background 
of contemporary thought is evolution.. Future 
historians of the mind will style our century 
the age of continuity, An uncritical use of 
the concept ‘‘evolution’’ inclines us to see 
continuity where discontinuity is the primary 
fact. By airy bridges of thought we span 
broad gulfs. " Easy transition and flowing 
harmonies are dear to man’s mind. We forget 
the abrupt, the staccato of reality. Wé pass 
in review the forms of life. Making much of 
resemblances, making light of differences,’ we. 
in thought, construct a continuous line of 
development from ameba to ape, from ape 
to man. 


THE EVOLUTIONARY METHOD. — 

Now the evolutionary method, with all its 
didactic value, cannot grapple with the dis- 
continuities of actual fact. Bishop Bhtler 
wrote long years ago words profound in their 
simplicity : ‘‘ Everything is what it is, and not 
another thing.” (Man is man, and ape is ape.) 

Now, were the gap, the mbas “i gulf be- 
tween man and animal fully admijted, the 
fancy of animal immortality would peter out 
in harmless sentiment. But since continuity 
is the background of our thought, that fancy 
may become a serious challenge to the human 
right and religious faith The argument 
from analogy cuts two ways. We may begin 
by raising the animal, and end by lowering 
the man. So it was with the scepticsl 
Preacher in the Book of Ecclesiastes, who 
sadly wrote ~~“ That which befalleth the sons 
of men befalleth beasts . . as the one 
dieth so dieth the other . . all go into 
one place: all are of the dust, and all turn 


of Our Lord stresses the dis- 
continuities of fact (he tells us that Our 
Heavenly Father cares for bird and beast 
and flower). But He teaches by precept, 
by assumption and by action that there is a 
world of difference between man and animal. 
The Revised Version renders my text: “ Are 
ye not of much more value than they?” The 
same. Greek word appears in that saying 
tingéd with mild humour: ‘‘ Ye are of more 
value than many sparrows,’ and a third 
time in the saying: “How much, then. is a 
man of more value than a sheep ” Evidently 
His 
actions show it. For He permitted the de- 
struction of 2,000 swine, and thus restored 
the. sanity of one poor man. 
By becoming Man, the Redeemer of mankind 
made human nature a thing apart. The 
uniqueness of human nature and human 
ae is thé presupposition of His Life and 

ork. 


MAN’S PREROGATIVE. 

Now, to-day, we are familiar with the 
comparative study of the species. In that 
study let us prefer truth in home-spun to 
brilliant paradox, and we shall see that the 
New Testament scale of values corresponds 
to the facts of the case. It is not true that 
if you grant immortality to man you cannot 
refuse it to animals. There is no analogy 
here. Man is constructed upon one plan; 
animals on a different plan, 

For the one species the plan is live and 
re-live; for the other live and die. The 
resemblances are striking, mainly because the 
things compared are so different. Think of 
the unshared prerogatives and unshared 
privileges of man. is upright posture, his 
expressive face, his hand, his smile, his 
laughter, his tears, his voice, his mind. 
There are hints, you may say, of all these in 
the animal world. Granted; but what is a 
hint of likeness compared to hard fact of 
fundamental unlikeness? Nature hints that 
God made and loveth all; but never that He 
made all of equal+rank and equal destiny, 

le we analyse each outward difference, we 
find that each is. symbolic of a deep struc- 
tural difference. Speech, for instance, is no 
faculty accidentally superadded to animal 
nature. Speech is impossible to the unthink 
ing, and thought impossible to the unspeak- 
ing. Speech, inner or outer, always moulds 
and often makes our thinking. These 
twin faculties form the Jabric of the soul, 
the foundation of rational social personality. 

MENTAL STATE OF THE ANIMALS. 

Consider the mental state of the dumb 
creation. The senses of animals are rarely 
balanced. How rudimentary is animal per- 
céption; how near, narrow and instinctive its 
field. In their world ideas and images are 
virtually non-existent. Their memories are 
momentary; ‘their anticipations almost nil. 
They sow not; neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns. 

Not insensate, the animal taxes the 
pleasure and pain of the moment without re- 
trospect or prospect, and never knows the 
suffering that shapes and fixes the human 
soul. Professor M‘Kenzie in a standard 
work writes :—‘‘ A mere animal has not a self 
in the full sense of the term. His self is 
simply the feeling of the moment.” The 
animal has his place in the scheme of things; 
but through no defect or fault he has not 
the makings of a moral and spiritual faculty, 
The soul of the animal is the diffused prin. 
ciple of life. The immortality of the animal 
oP gait in the continyed existence of its 
ind, | 
THE DOMESTIC PET. 
impose a soul on the soulless is a 
refined cruelty. The charm of the 
domestic _ pet is that he is all 
surface and no soul. We might as well 
try to embody Ariel as to enspirit Fido. It 
cannot be done, and to attempt it opens the 
door to cruelty. God has given man 
dominion with its responsibilities. To pre- 
vent that dominion degenerating into tyranny 
homes and schools and pulpits must ever 
teach kindness and mercy to beasts, and our 
animal protection societies must continue to 
do their honoured work. But the dominion 
given by God makes, I believe, as much for 
the due protection of beast as for tbe 
honour of man. 

There is no need to dwell here on the 
absurdity of personifying animals, and the 
inconsistencies of those who do so. It should 
be mentioned that sentiment. misplaced may 
have consequences unforeseen, social and re- 
ligious. Kipling bids us “beware of giving 
the heart to a dog to tear.” To give 
animals more than their due is to give man 
less than his right. Cruelty to animals is 
a sad sight; a sadder sight is the lap-do 
vsurping the place where the child shoul 
be. Love meant for God and man is not 
with Divine approval bestowed on beast. 

THE CULT OF THE ANIMAL. 

Perhaps the most serious result of the ult 
of the animal is the depreciation of the 
religious status of the human soul. Some 
privileges cannot be sharéd without being 
ast, and such are the gifts of Grace. Blue 
Cross and Red Cross are made of different 
stuffs, and if we say it is only a difference 
of colour we destroy the foundation on 
which respect for both is built. That 
foundation is the Cross of Calvary. Man 
alone was made in the image of God. Christ 
was born as man and died for man.

| BEGGING IN IRELAND. 


In the “ Irishman's Diary’’ some time 
ago ‘‘Quidnunc’’ made reference to the 
increase of begging in various parts of 
Ireland. To his eaperience in the mid- 
lands must be added the complaint made 
by Mr. Frank A. Hamilton, West 
Somerville, Mass., an American visitor to 
Ireland, in ‘a letter to the Irish Tourist 
Development Association.

LONDON STOCK MARKET FEATURES 


EFFECT OF THE SET-BACK. 


Reviewing the events of last week two 
points fay be mentioned. One is that had 
the débdcle in Wall street come a week 
sooner the effect upon London would have

was never any doubt that the account would 
produce any trouble, but the movement in 
prices against bull operators would have been 
more important, and in all probability some 
heavy losses would have had to be met. As 
it was, the collapse came at the start of a 
new account, and therefore no real 
apprehension was felt regarding the effects. 
That there is nothing unsound in the London 
position was indicated by the readiness with 
which prices responded to the subsequent 
rally in New York, even allowing for the 
fact that the recovery here was partly due 
to bear closing. 


THE POWER OF GOLD. 


The second point is that we had weak 
markets at a time when ordinarily there 
would have been considerable speculation for 
the rise based on the prospect of cheaper 
money. The bank return issued on Thursday 
showed a record holding of gold and a 
higher reserve than for many years past, 
while afterwards the position was further 
strengthened by the receipt of the third 
consignment of gold (amounting to £6,900,000 
in all) arranged by the Midland Bank. When 
the feeling of uncertainty as to the possible 
course of events in America and also as to 
the policy of France in regard to her currenc 
stabilisation programme has disappeared, 
there can be little doubt that we shall see 
& lower bank rate. Even if the movement 
is postponed for a week or two the prospect 
of a change will stimulate the demand for 
the soundest investment stocks. It is to be 
anticipated, therefore, that the latter will 
further appreciate in market value, for it is 
difficult to believe that the future will not 
see the SEE level of interest rates 
appreciably lower than for a considerable 
time past. This will help markets to with- 
stand the effects of any further liquidation 
of the speculative position. 


INDUSTRIAL SHARES, 


Many people are now asking what course 
the leading industrial shares will take in the 
near future. Broadly speaking, ‘the opinion 
may be ventured that while it is most un- 
likely that we shall see prices recover to 
the record high levels from which they 
recently fell, there is no reason to expect 
a material set-back. Some shares will 
enjoy occasional spectacular advances, 
and others ee! slump rather badly. The dis- 
=— of the discriminating investor is 
ikely to favour a purchase of ordinary shares 
of sound, well-established companies which 
pay a good dividend and enjoy a strong finan- 
cial position. In such cases the purchaser 
must not expect a high yield. Sometimes he 
must be content with less than 5 p.c., but 
wy people will accept this partly because 
of the hope of an improved dividend later 
on, and partly because of the chance of 
some favourable ‘development which will 
gas enhance the value of the shares. 

here are several, perhaps many, undertak- 
ings with a record resembling somewhat, that 
of D. H. Evans—that is, the finances are 
very sound, with strong reserves, and a good 
dividend has been forthcoming for many 
years past. The investor is not likely to go 
far wrong in acquiring an interest in such 
concerns, for even if a period of misfortune 
should be encountered, necessitating a reduc- 
tion in the dividend, the set-back would prob- 
ably be only temporary.

an improvement the shares will come into 
active demand before the improvement has 
really set in. It is rather curious that while 
the recent boom in industrial shares was 
mainly based on expectations—not certainties 
—there has so far been no disposition to 
anticipate improved conditions in the heavy 
industries of the North and North-East. 


CHINESE LOANS. 


Another section which appears to give 
scope for improvement is the market for 
Chinese Government Loans. The position in 
the country is still chaotic, of course, but if 
there were assurance of something like stable 
conditions in the future prices would rise 
sharply. In many respects China is a won 
derful country. Parts have been almost en- 
tirely unaffected by the recent disturbances, 
and it is certain that withthe establishment of 
something like a settled government the 
country would very quickly recover. Until 
recent years China had always kept faith with 
her foreign creditors. An inevitable pre- 
hminary to economic restoration would be a 
new loan, and obviously this would not be 

anted by the European or American 
Renesinae without strict safeguards in the 
shape of control of revenue for its service 
and that of the older loans.

A feature of the above list is the striking 
difference in the yields. Where a high figure 
is indicated there is doubt rn xt: the 
regular payment of coupons under present 
conditions, and where the yield is low it 
means that Fam is virtually assured, or 
that so small a portion of the issue is out- 
standing that the whole must be extinguished 
within a very short period.

_ EFFICIENCY, 


RECORD OF ST. JOHN’S 
AMBULANCE BRIGADE, 


—--——— 


Two hundred and eighty-one men and two 
hundred and twenty-six women turned cut 
on parade at the annual inspection of the 


John Ambulance Brigade in Ireland, which 
took place in the F gas of Merriva square, 
Dublin, last Saturday evening, in the presence 
of a assembly. 

First aid demonstrations were given by men, 
in charge of District. Offiver J. P. Macamara, 
and by women, in charge of District Officer 
Mrs. Shanks; and the competition for the 
Middleton-Curtis Challenge Cup, which was 
keenly contested and resulted in a tie, was 
followed with close interest. 

The parade was under Parade Commander 
District Officer A. J. MacWilliam, and the 
Inspecting Officer, Sir John Lumsden, K.B.E. 
Commissioner, was received with the general 
salute. ' 

Sir John Lumsden was accompanied by 
the secretary of the brigade, Assistant Com- 
missioner Major Darvil-Smith, C.B.E., and, 
after the march past, the Commissioner (Sir 
John Lumsden) expressed his satisfaction at 
the general turn-out of the parade, and com- 
plimented all ranks on their smartness and 
drill. He said that he was _ particularly 
anxious that a good show shouldbe put up 
that day, as they had with them Major 
Darvil-Smith, the secretary of the brigade, 
and probably the most important offtcial in 
the organisation, and one who had, in a 
quiet way, been the backbone of the brigade 
in England. He extended to Assistant Com- 
missioner Major Darvil-Smith (an Irishman) 
a hearty welcome on behalf of all ranks of 
the Irish District, many of whom had been 
befriended by him on numerous occasions, 


SUCCESSFUL FLAG DAY. 

Sir John went on to say that the record of 
the past year had been one of continued use- 
fulness and efficiency, and that this had been 
appreciated by the public was recently shown 
on the Flay Day collection in the streets and 
by cards, when a sum of over £950 was sub- 
scribed, This annual collection, plus the pro- 
ceeds of dances, sales of work and concerts, 
were virtually the sole sources of income for 
the support of brigade activities: The public 
duties at race meetings, football matches, 
shows of sorts, and theatres were well known, 
But there were two other departments, which 
were growing each year, which he would 
like to dwell upon—the ambulance transport 
department and the infar~ welfare depart- 
ment. Not a day passed but the St. John 
ambulances were seen moving through the 
city and suburbs carrying patients to and 
from rospital, tubercular cases to sanatoria, 
and invalids going to or retugping from Eng- 


land. 
A NIGHT SERVICE. 

This service was primarily for the poor and 
those who could not pay, if certified by a 
doctor; but the ambulances were also avail- 
able for those who could pay, and these fees 
helped to maintain the service. It was 
hoped. before long to establish in 
the new headquarters, at 14 Merrion 
square, a day and might service, so 
that the motor ambulance might always be 
evailable and on duty. This would entail 
added expense, and if funds were forthcoming 
it would be established. Dublin was rather 
badly in need of ambulance jenn ages but 
the efficiency and comfort of me ere 
depended largely on a properly train 
bai iáiNH “and. this, of course, the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade did, and only experienced 
first-aiders were competent to do it properly. 
That the Civic Guard and Fire Brigade staffs 
were in future to be holders of the St. John 
certificate would ensure this efficiency, pro- 
vided periodical tests and inspections were 
carried out. General O'Duffy had shown his 
approval of the Brigade work, and was deeply 
interested in it. 

CHILD WELFARE. 

The Welfare Department .carried on at 
Great Strand street and 40 Merrion square, 
Dublin, had done life-saving work in feeding 
poor mothers before and after their confine- 
ment, thus aiding them to bring into the 
world healthy babies and assisting them to 
breast-feed their babies. Most of these poor 
women, when first seen, literally were 
starving, sometimes had no boots or clothes 
to enable them to come to their dinners, and 
in “most instances their husbands were out of 
work or drawing uvemployment insurance. 
The improvement.in their physical condition, 
as the result of the good daily dinners was 
remarkable; their babies thrived and the 
mortality rate among those aided had been 
very much lower than the general infant 
mortality in the city. The Brigade worked ‘n 
close touch with the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society, whose help and advice to many cases 
recommended to them had been of such im- 
mense assistance and comfort. Trouble was | 
taken to see that this Welfare Department 
did not overlap with the Municipal Child 
Welfare Department. which was now carrying 
on good work in the city. 


A MESSAGE. 
Assistant-Commissioner Major Darvil-Smith, 
C.B.E., said that it was his very great 
Em to pay his first official visit to the 

rigade in Ireland, and he was proud that 
he would be able to report to headquarters 
the excellence of the Brigade here. He had 
a message to convey to them from the Chief 
Commissioner himseif, and that was that the 
Chief Commissioner was very happy at the 
desire of them all to remain part of the 
home Brigade, and not to the Brigade over- 
seas, as otherwise would have been the case, 
and the Chief Commissioner wished him to 
convey to them all his sincere thanks for 
that mark of loyalty from Ireland. He would 
have a most interesting and instructive report 
to send in to the Chief Commissioner, and 
he hoped that that report would be made 
uvailable for them. He congratulated them 
all on their splendid efficiency, and the 
efficiency of the District Staff on the excellent 
work that they were carrying on. (JA ppiause )

“This form 
of pic-nic is still very usual, and it is popular 


enjoyably independent. But whatever form 
a pic-nic may take, organisation is essential ; 
therefore, it is wise to procure the services 
of one capable, experienced pic-nicker, who 
will become, as it were, food controller and 
traffic manager. 

The question of ‘‘ where to go” should 
be carefully thought out. In Ireland we have 
great scope for river, mountain, or seaside 

ic-nics. The last, of course, is the jolliest, 
if bathing can be included in the programme. 
In this case “ togs”’ should be distinctly men- 
tioned in the invitation, as it is a most an- 
noying thing to feel “ out of it ” just because 
your ie did not explain what luggage 
you would require ! 

With due regard to the already mentioned 
weather, it is wise to set out on a pic-nic 
with the hoods of the cars up. It is the 
unexpected that usually happens, so if you 
make every provision for ram, then you are 
almost certain to have sunshine. Another 
advantage of the hooded car is that it makes 
a very comfy bathing-box for the ladies of 
the party; and, last, but not least, the food 
oan be kept out of the sun in the car until it 
is time for tea. 

No true pic-nicker should expect a princely 
meal, but he is absolutely entitled to a sub- 
stantial one. And every guest, no matter 
how Jittle or how big, should help in prepar- 
ing and laying out the feast. 

It is advisable, if space permits, to bring 
plenty of cold water from home. There, 
certainly, is a lot of fun in collecting twigs, 
etc., and lighting a fire to boil the kettles. I 
have myself pic-nicked many times in Ireland 
when it was so chilly that tending the fire 
was the most popular job. If a fire is used 
the spouts of the kettles should be plugged 
with cork or naper to keep the smoke out. 

One friend of mine, whose example I 
have copied, brings her tea tied loosely in 
net-bags,. which are dropped into the kettle 
when it reaches boiling point, and removed

This system is 
a very good one; one advantage is that the 
tea is always very hot when poured out, and 
another is that a great amount of space is) 
saved by leaving bulky tea-pots at home. 

If, however, fires are considered '' too 
much like work,” there are numerous makes 
of stoves sold for the kettle boiling purpose. 
In case of bad weather these stoves are a dis- 
tinct advantage. For luncheon pic-nics the 
vacuum cooker (mentioned in your letter on 
this page last April), in which a whole meal 
could evoked 
great help. I believe these “ cookers” 
could contain sufficient food for a party 
of eight, and can be conveniently carried in 
a car. i 

But to return to the larger and simpler 
picnic: If the*place chosen 1s a beauty-spot, 
care should be taken to k the “ table ”’ 
appointments up to the standard set by the 
scenery, Some people imagine that any old 
thing is good enough to bring on a pic-nic, 
and “lest it get broken” is a favourite 
excuse. Undoubtedly, very valuable china 
should not be risked, but pretty pic-nic ware 
is very cheap, and with ordinary care almost 
unbreakable. A large tablecloth is essential, 
but this if preferred can be a paper one. 
All kinds of paper. picnic sets are easily 
procurable, and have the advantage of mak- 
ing the luggage light. As well as cups and 
penton. aper spoons are also sold. After 
he meal these papers should be all carefully 
collected and destroyed. 
_ Sandwiches are included almost inevitably 
in the pic-nic menu. Many people think 
that these must be made at the very last 
minute in order to have them fresh. This 
fallacy leads to much unnecessary rushing 
and infinitely more trouble. The sandwiches 
will keep qnite fresh even overnight if 
rolled in slightly damped serviettes and 
ro in tin boxes with tight-fitting lids. 

an hread is best for sandwiches, but it 
snould be one day old before slicing. Cheese 
sandwiches made with hrown bread are a 
welcome change from the usual pale sand- 
wich. .Creamed butter spreads more easily 
thar ordinary “ pats," and always remember 
to cut rather than slice the fillings, as uoth- 
ing is More embarrassing than removing the 
whole filling with the very first bite! 

Trv placing a fresh lettuce leaf on your 
sandwich plate instead of a paper mat. The 
result is sure to please you.

THE JAM SEASON. 


a en 


LREADY the jam-making season is in 
sight, and the housewife is busy mak- 
ing plans for the refilling of her empty 

jam jars. , 

At the outset it is well to consider the 

individual likes and dislikes of the fruit 
chosen. This is easily done by a careful re- 
view of the quantities used and found popular 
during the aap ene séason, otherwise there 
is always the danger of overstocking our 
pantries with some particular variety for 
which there is little or no demand. 
It seems dangerous in these enlightened 
days to attempt any criticism of the varied 
recipes offered for jam-making; yet, since 
there are many concealed turnings on the 
road that leads. to perfection, a few time- 
honoured hints may prove helpful to those 
about to steer for the first time through un- 
familiar bye-ways. 
In the first place, the quantity of sugar 
used is an all-important factor of success. 
True, individual tastes vary as regards sweet- 
ness, but as a general rule it is safe to use a 
pound of sugar to a pound of fruit.. 
Of almost equal importance is the quality 
and type of sugar used. Only the best 
sugar must be purchased if success is to be 
assured. Preserving, loaf, coarse granulated 
sugar, may all be used swith success. Yet 
another hint may prove of value. 

In preserving two kinds of fruit together, 

it is always well to boil the harder variety 

by itself first for a short period. This is 
especially so in the case of rhubarb and 

Joganberry jam. 

Those anxious to add variety to their 

usual stock of jams may do so by the addi- 

tion of a boiling of tomato,¢pear, or even 
grape jam. 

The last-named can be made from the 

grape-berries which have to be trimmed off 

vines, but proves an exception to the usual 
rule in the quantity of sugar needed. In 
this case only three-quarters of a pound to 

a pound of fruit may be used. 

The fruit must be well washed, the sugar 

dissolved slowly, after which the jam must 

be® carefully boiled and skimmed until the 
juice sets in a jelly when placed on a cold 
plate. 

These three jams will be found a welcome 
we by all tomato, pear and grape 
overs. 


FOR THE COOK. 
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POOR MAN’S GOOSE. 

Ingredients—A sheep's or pig's liver, 
one tablespoonful flour, 4 teaspoonful 
salt, i teaspoonful pepper, one teaspoonful 
powdered sage leaves, 1lb. potatoes, one 
pint cold water. 

Method— Wash and slice the liver. Mix 
together the flour, salt and pepper; dip 
each slice in the seasoning, put a layer of 
seasoned liver at the bottom of the pie- 
dish. Have an onion parboiled, chop it 
per and miz with the powdered sage 
eaves and sprinkle a little over the 
liver; put in another layer, then more 
onion and sage, and so on yntil the liver 
ts all in the dish. Parboil lib. potatoes. 
peel them and cut in slices, season them, 
pour the water over the liver and cover 
rd with the sliced potatoes and bake one 
our. ; 


STEWED LIVER AND BACON. 


Ingredients—llb. liver, 60z8. bacon, 
1 oz. flour, 31 pint stock, 2 ‘onions, 
sesdoning, 1 teaspoonful dried sage (if 
liked). 

Method—Cut liver in pieces, wash and 
dry. Fry the liver on the slewpan ; 
remove, and fry the onions, sliced; 
remove and add stock, stir till boiling, 
then replace bacon, liver and onions and 
season, simmer gently one hour. Serve. 


SIMPLE CONFECTIONERY. 
MOLASSES CANDY. 


‘ngredients—} 1b. butter, 4 lb. granu- 
lated sugar, 2 ib. tin syrup, one table- 
spoon glucose, one tablespoonful vinegar. 

Mefhod—Melt the butter and add sugar 
and syrup When quite dissolved add 
glucose Bring to boiling point, and 
boul at 285 dega. Fahr. At once place 
pan into a basin of cold water and add 
vinegar, stirring vigourously. Pour into 
buttered tins or on to marble between 
greased candy bars. When cool enough 
to handle, add flavouring (peppermené or 
ginger), pull till light coloured and 
smooth, Pull into long strips and cut 
with greased scissors.

They know nought of the singing 
of birds, the laughter of children, the foot- 
step on the stair, the voices of friends, the 
knock on the door or the sound of bells. 
Their Josses, indeed, call for much patience 
and s¥mpathy, but at the same time they 
escape noise and the sound of strife, and, 
in consequence, many deaf persons have a 
calmful peace on the countenance and retain 
a look of youth longer.
